

Paedophile 
hit with four 
extra years 

Appeal court judges rule abuser’s sentence was ‘too soft’

A PAEDOPHILE who preyed 
on two young girls, one of 
whom was just five years old, 
has had his ‘unduly lenient’ 
jail term upped by top judges. 

Mohammed Ullah, 57, caused 
his victims ‘serious psycholog¬ 
ical harm’ and remained 
unpunished for years. 

That was because the girls 
were so young they were una¬ 
ware that what was being done 
to them was wrong. 

Ullah, of Westbourne Road, 
Luton, was jailed for nine years 
at St Albans Crown Court on 
February 23 this year. 

He was convicted of seven 
counts of indecent assault by a 
jury. 

That sentence however was 
judged to be too soft by the 


Attorney General, Jeremy 
Wright QC, who referred it for 
top judges to look at again. 

On Friday Lord Justice 
Fulford, Mr Justice Teare, and 
Judge Melbourne Inman QC, 
at London’s Criminal Appeal 
Court, ruled that the nine-year 
term was nowhere near tough 
enough. 

As a result Ullah’s sentence 
was increased to 13 
years. 

The court heard 
that Ullah’s 
abuse of one 
girl started 
when she was 
just five years 
old. 

One attack 
took place in 
front of witnesses 
in a public swimming 
pool but went unreported at 
the time, Lord Justice Fulford 
said. 


“The victim had no idea that 
what he had done to her was 
wrong so she didn’t complain 
about it,” the judge added. 

He also said that Ullah, far 
from being remorseful, ‘har¬ 
boured resentment towards 
his victims and blames them 
for his predicament’. 

Lawyers for Ullah argued 
that his sentence ought to 
remain undisturbed, saying it 
was a Tong term’ in view of 
his age and health diffi¬ 
culties. 

Those included type 
one diabetes and high 
blood pressure. 

Increasing the jail 
term however, Lord 
Justice Fulford said: 
‘This sentence was in 
everyone’s view signifi¬ 
cantly too short. 

“The overall sentence for this 
offending should have been 13 
years’ imprisonment.”

Community’s shock after man’s body found 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a missing Luton 
man whose body was found near Cambridge 
earlier this week. 

Police officers found the body of Daniel 
Hutchinson, 22, on Monday in Cottenham. 

He was last seen on May 28 and investigat¬ 
ing officers also found an abandoned blue 
Vauxhall Astra van they believe he had been 
driving. 

Reacting to the news on Facebook, Megan 
Cooper said: ‘RIP Dan. He was always so 
quiet but lovely at school’, while Beth 
Stanley said: ‘RIP Dan, always so polite at 


school. Thoughts to your friends and family.’ 

Jack Hughes said: ‘RIP Dan, thoughts are 
with your family and friends. I heard all 
about you through my cousin, the stories 
and the videos were always a laugh. God 
bless x.’ 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire Police, 
which teamed up with the Cambridgeshire 
force to try and find Daniel, said: “His body 
was found off the B1049 Histon Road, 
Cottenham, on Monday. 

“His death is not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious and next of kin have been informed.”

No impact expected 
after police chief exit

THE head of the 
Bedfordshire Police 
Federation has denied 
claims there will be any 
impact on the force's 
performance as a result 
of losing its chief, 
Colette Paul. 

Jim Mallen, chairman 
of the federation, claims 
the force’s five year 
plan, which includes a 
new operation model 
that comes into effect 
on June 22, will not be 
affected by the loss of its 
current Chief Constable 
whose shock departure 
was announced this 
week. 

He said: “There will be 
no impact on this 
despite Colette being at 
the head of the plan, 
everyone is well 
briefed.” 

However, he was quick 
to note that there are 
still challenges the force 
faces due to a lack of 
funding and that there 
are plans in place to 
lobby the Government 
for more cash. 

He added: “This is an 
ongoing issue, with 
both Ms Paul and Police 
and Crime 

Commisioner Oily 
Martins having been 
pushing for more fund¬ 


ing, which will continue 
to be a priority after 
Colette’s departure.” 

Announcing her early 
retirement, Ms Paul 
said: “I have had the 
honour and pleasure of 
working with some out¬ 
standing and selfless 
individuals over the 
years, in particular in 
Bedfordshire where the 
relentless commitment 
and dedication of the 
team has never ceased 
to impress me. 

“I will be getting mar¬ 
ried this year, will be 
travelling widely, and I 
look forward to spend¬ 
ing quality time with 
my family, in particular 
my two elderly parents, 
all of whom have been 
extremely supportive 
throughout my career.” 

In the interim, Deputy 
Chief Constable Jon 
Boutcher will step in 
before Oily Martins will 
choose her replace¬ 
ment. 

Mr Martins said: 
“Colette has been an 
inspirational Chief 
Constable and has had a 
positive impact on the 
force in these particu¬ 
larly challenging finan¬ 
cial circumstances.” 

It has yet to be 
announced when she 
will officially step down 
from the role.

Union slams ambulance service over training 


A TRADE union has condemned 
the ambulance service for 
delays in paramedic training. 

The GMB, which represents 
ambulance staff, said the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
‘should be ashamed of them¬ 
selves’ as the two universities it 


commissioned to deliver its 
training programme, Anglia 
Ruskin University and the 
University of East Anglia, have 
not yet had the required approv¬ 
al. 

A spokeswoman for the ambu¬ 
lance service said: “While it is 


disappointing that the universi¬ 
ties have not achieved the nec¬ 
essary approval in the agreed 
time frame, we are working 
closely with them to ensure stu¬ 
dents are able to complete their 
qualification with as little delay 
as possible.”

WOMAN’S FACE BURNED IN FIRE 
A WOMAN suffered burns to her face 
and arms following a house fire in 
Dunstable on Thursday. 

Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service fought the house fire in a 
first floor bedroom of a two storey, 
three bedroom, semi-detached 
house in Aldbanks, after receiving a 
call at 6.09pm. 

A woman was helped from the 
house suffering from burns to her 
arms and face and treated by fire¬ 
fighters at the scene. 

The fire caused 50 per cent fire 
damage to the bedroom and 100 per 
cent smoke damage to the house. 

A fire investigation is underway. 

PUB PULLS OFF AWARDS DOUBLE 
A PUB has scooped not one but two 
awards, being named as both the 
best in South Bedfordshire as well 
as the best in the county. 

The Black Lion in Leighton Buzzard, 
run by Stev Stipanovic, has now 
found itself in the regional champi¬ 
onships for the Best Country Pub of 
2015, awarded by members of the 
Campaign for Real Ale. 

The venue prides itself on being 
traditional with no television, no 
music, has eight taps for real ale, 
and serves over 100 continental 
beers from across the globe, includ¬ 
ing Belgium, Europe and the USA. 

The pub beat competition from 
across the entire county, and now 
Stev and his partner Nikki Brodin are 
awaiting the result of the regional 
competition, which will be 
announced in August. 

MAN JAILED FOR ELDERLY ROBBERY 
A ROBBER has been sentenced to 
four years in prison after causing an 
elderly lady to need an emergency 
hip replacement. 

Darius Brazinskas, 41, pushed the 
86-year-old to the floor in an alley- 
way next to the Sainsbury’s super¬ 
market in Dunstable Road, Luton, at 
about 2.45pm on February 27. 

The robber then grabbed the wom¬ 
an’s purse, containing her bus pass 
and £15 in cash, from her coat pock¬ 
et as she lay on the floor, before run¬ 
ning off. 

The woman was taken to hospital 
by ambulance and had to undergo 
surgery on her hip. 

Brazinskas, of no fixed address, 
denied robbery but was convicted 
following a four-day trial at 
Luton Crown Court this week and 
was jailed for four years and two 
months.

A PUB owner and his friend 
are hoping for a ‘hole in 32’ 
as they undertake a golf 
charity challenge across 
Ireland. 

Adrian Robb and Willie 
Dundas, from Bar 32 in 
Midland Road, are going to 
play on a golf course in each 
of the 32 counties of Ireland 
in only ten days. 

Last year, Adrian travelled 
through all the counties, in 
both Northern Ireland and 
the Republic, within 32 
hours on his motorbike col¬ 
lecting for Zoe Davies, a 
young girl who has a chro¬ 
mosomal abnormality and 
needs 24-hour care. 

This time he hopes to raise 
around £5,000 for Keech 
Hospice in Bramingham 
Lane where Zoe has been 
receiving treatment. 

He said: “Zoe goes to Keech 
and I wanted to do it for 
them because people will 
benefit from it more in the 
community. I play golf and I 
wanted to keep it to the 32 
counties in Ireland because 


that was my last challenge. 
It’s tough because last year I 
did it on the bike and this 
year, it’s golf.” 

The pair left on Thursday 
and they aim to play on 
three courses each day 
before finishing off in 
County Antrim, Adrian’s 
home county. 

At each course they will 
start from the first hole, and 
will continue until one of 
them manages to hit par. 

They have received sup¬ 
port from the Watford-based 
engineering company 
Shannon Rail, which spon¬ 
sored an advert on Irish tel¬ 
evision about the challenge. 

Adrian added: “All the golf 
courses are free and people 
are sponsoring us from eve¬ 
rywhere. We are getting 
money from all angles. 

“I would like to raise just 
over £5,000 and I hope that 
we will do that. We also hope 
to raise money within 
Ireland itself. 

“Each day will end at a pub 
or hotel and the last course is 
in my home county so hope¬ 
fully there will be a party 
there.”

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Judge throws out 
love feud appeals

A ‘DANGEROUS' 
thug caged for 
recruiting a hitman 
to execute his love 
rival can have no 
complaint about his 
life sentence, top 
judges have ruled. 

London’s Appeal 
Court heard this 
week that Shahzad 
Mahroof plotted to 
murder accountant, 

Atif Ali, motivated by 
‘hatred and spite’. 

He was consumed 
by jealousy because 
Mr Ali, 28, was des¬ 
tined to wed a 
woman Mahroof had 
been involved with. 

Mahroof, 29, 
recruited Bernard 
Pillay, 42, to kill Mr 
Ali, who was 
ambushed in broad 
daylight in his car. 

Mr Ali’s car was 
deliberately rammed 
by Pillay in Leicester 
Road, Luton, on May 
20, 2013, prompting 
Mr Ali to get out and 
check the damage. 

As he did so, Pillay 
ran up and blasted 
him at close range 
with a sawn-off shot-

gun, severing a vital 
artery in his thigh. 

Mahroof, of 

Selbourne Road, 
Luton, and Pillay, of 
Midhurst Gardens, 
Uxbridge, were each 
caged for life. 

They were convict¬ 
ed of conspiracy to 
murder at Luton 
Crown Court last 
August. 

Mahroof was also 
found guilty of 
threatening to kill 
Mr Ali over a previ¬ 
ous incident in which 
he said he would 
shoot him. 

On Thursday 
Mahroof challenged 
his sentence and 


Pillay his conviction 
at London’s Appeal 
Court. Pillay’s legal 
team claimed the 
trial judge should 
have withdrawn the 
case from the jury 
due to the alleged 
weakness of the 
prosecution’s case. 

At trial, Pillay 
insisted that he never 
intended to kill, but 
only to scare or 
wound Mr Ali. 

As an experienced 
gunman, he would 
most likely have suc¬ 
ceeded had he want¬ 
ed to. 

But Lord Justice 
Beatson said there 
was ample evidence 


available for the jury 
to convict Pillay of 
conspiracy to mur¬ 
der. 

“The jury was per¬ 
fectly entitled to 
reject the theories 
advanced on his 
behalf,” the judge 
concluded. 

On also rejecting 
Mahroof’s challenge, 
he said there was ‘no 
doubt to conclude he 
was dangerous’. 

Mahroof had 
‘orchestrated the plot 
to kill out of spite’. 

The judge added: 
“He organised a pro¬ 
fessional execution 
because he didn’t get 
his way.” 


Hero saves family from fire 


A BRAVE grandfather rushed 
through his burning house to 
save his granddaughter. 

Brian Tattingham, 74, was at 
home in Gooseberry Hill, 
Luton, with his wife Gloria, 74, 
and their two grandchildren 
last Sunday when they were 
woken by the smoke alarm. 

Brian rushed through the 
flames to save their two-year- 
old granddaughter Poppy as 


the blaze tore through the 
house. 

The fire is believed to have 
started in an airing cupboard 
and caused serious damage to 
the ground floor of the two- 
storey bungalow. 

Brian suffered minor burns 
and from smoke inhalation and 
was treated by paramedics at 
the scene. 

Gloria and their grandchil¬ 


dren were unharmed. 

A Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service spokesman 
said: “We received a call at 
3.52am on Sunday morning 
about a house fire in 
Gooseberry Hill South. 

“Firefighters got the fire 
under control within fifteen 
minutes of arriving. 

“The fire was extinguished 
by 5am.”

A LONG-running dispute 
over a controversial house 
extension is set to be re¬ 
examined by a planning 
inspector. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council has said it is hopeful 
the inspector will support its 
decision to refuse planning 
permission for a house in 
Barton-le-Clay owned by 
businessman Syed Shah. 

Both the council and Mr 
Shah have submitted docu¬ 
ments outlining their cases 
for and against the property 
remaining as it is. 

A council spokesman said 
no timeframe had been given 
for how long the process is 
expected to take. 

The row first began when 
Mr Shah started work on the 
house in April 2012 after 
being granted planning per¬ 
mission to extend it by 45 per 
cent. 

Towards the end of the con¬ 
struction in 2013, Central 
Bedfordshire accused him of 
extending it by 200 per cent 
and they served him with a 
demolition order. 

However, Mr Shah, who has 


always rejected their claims, 
appealed the decision and 
won following the inspector’s 
ruling on April 24 last year. 

This ruling was then the 
subject of a legal challenge by 
Central Bedfordshire and it 
was passed back to the 
Planning Inspectorate for re¬ 
consideration by the 
Government. 

In a statement issued this 
week, the director of regen¬ 
eration and business for 
Central Bedfordshire, Jason 


Longhurst, said: “The 
Planning Inspectorate will 
re-determine the appeal 
through an exchange of writ¬ 
ten correspondence, which 
replicates the first appeal 
proceedings. 

“We continue to believe that 
our decision to refuse plan¬ 
ning permission was the 
right one and trust that, hav¬ 
ing regard to the additional 
evidence we have now sub¬ 
mitted, the inspector will 
support this decision.”

School is silent on 
pupil hair fire claim

A SCHOOL currently under¬ 
going a re-organisation has 
failed to respond to allega¬ 
tions that a student set fire to 
a fellow pupil's hair. 

Stopsley High School head¬ 
teacher Karen Johns said she 
did not ‘comment on anony¬ 
mous allegations or discuss 
internal disciplinary mat¬ 
ters’. The claims, made in an 
anonymous letter circulated 


among teachers, also alleged 
that a pupil had been stran¬ 
gled by another and that stu¬ 
dents had been caught smok¬ 
ing cannabis. 

The letter follows a petition 
launched by students unhap¬ 
py with the school’s re-struc- 
turing programme, which 
involves cuts to staff posts. 

Last year the school was 
heading towards a ‘signifi¬ 
cant deficit budget’ but it has 
now agreed a four-year plan 
with Luton Borough Council 
to balance its books. 


A council spokeswoman 
said the school’s new struc¬ 
ture would be in place later 
this year. 

Mrs Johns added: “The sec¬ 
ond wave of our organisa¬ 
tional changes and redun¬ 
dancies affecting individual 
teachers is not yet complete, 
so it would be inappropriate 
to comment at this stage. 

“Anyone with any concerns 
is encouraged to discuss 
them with the myself, the 
school governors or the local 
authority.”

A PARISH councillor sprang 
into action last week when 
he saw a number of suspect¬ 
ed illegal immigrants jump 
off the back of a lorry. 

Patrick Smith, aged 70, who 
sits on Caddington Parish 
Council, was driving with his 
wife Christine to go shop¬ 
ping when he saw a group of 
‘up to 18 men’ jump off the 
back of the moving vehicle 
last Friday. 

Mr Smith, a former military 
man, said: “We came out of 
Caddington on the A5 and 
turned left towards St Albans 
when we saw up to 18 men 
jump out of the back of a slow 
moving lorry.” 

The group split up, with a 
number heading towards 
Dunstable, but Mr and Mrs 
Smith followed some of the 
group after calling the police. 

Two of them went into a 
restaurant car park, where 
Mr Smith grabbed them 
and attempted to hold 
them to the floor until the 
police arrived, but they 
managed to get away, despite 
Mr Smith giving chase once 
more as he looked to appre¬ 


hend them again. 

However, while driving 
later on he spotted another 
member of the group, who he 
left his car to confront. 

Mr Smith said: “I made a 
citizen’s arrest of one of them 
and put him in the back of 
my car and waited for the 
police to come.” 

As a result of trying to arrest 
the men, Mr Smith ended up 
with cuts to his elbow. 

A spokesman for Bedford¬ 


shire Police said: “We were 
called to reports that several 
people had been seen jump¬ 
ing from a vehicle in slow 
moving traffic on the A5 at 
Caddington at about 
12.30pm on Friday, May 29. 

“Officers attended and six 
people were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of immigration 
offences nearby.” 

They have since been hand¬ 
ed over to the UK Border 
Agency.

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Woman spared jail 
for crossing death

A WOMAN blind in her left 
eye has been spared jail after 
pleading guilty to causing 
death by careless driving. 

Christine Hussey 58, of 
Crawley Green Road, Luton, 
has been given a five-month 
jail term suspended for 
12-months and banned from 
driving for two years after 
she ran over a man on January 
15 last year. 

Luton Crown Court heard 


how Mrs Hussey, who has to 
complete 180 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £1,200 in costs, 
hit Simon Cheung at a pedes¬ 
trian crossing after the Rover 
200 she was driving went 
through a red light on the 
A505 Cambridge Road. 

Mr Cheung died seven days 
later in hospital after a life 
support machine was turned 
off. The cause of death was 
traumatic brain injury. 

Prosecutor Beverly Cripps 
said Mrs Hussey, who had 
been passed fit to drive, was 
56 metres from the Pelican 


crossing when the lights 
changed from green to 
amber, and then turned red 
when she was 21 metres away. 

She continued at 26mph 
without changing her speed, 
breaking only after hitting 
Mr Cheung. The impact 
smashed the windscreen. 

Paul Rogers, defending, said 
Mrs Hussey understood ‘very 
much the effect of what she 
did on that day’. 

He added: “If she could turn 
back time she would. All she 
can do is express her very real 
remorse.”

Robot arm ready

WHEN students from the 
University of Bedfordshire 
showcased their final year 
projects last month, little 
did they know that one of 
them would lead to the 
opportunity to create a 
prosthetic arm for a young 
boy born with a hand which 
is not fully developed. 

The university hosted a 
project day for 200 computer 
science and technology stu¬ 
dents to show off their video 
games, robotic arms and 
aerial drones. 

The robotic arm belonged 
to Sakib Maad Sheikh, who 
created it using open-source 
designs and software, and a 
3D printer. 

David Jazani, a senior lec¬ 
turer in the computer sci¬ 
ence and technology depart¬ 
ment, helped Maad with the 
arm and says his work is 
part of a move by the univer¬ 
sity to expand its work in the 
field. 

He said: “A few weeks ago 
we had a lady contact us and 
she has a son whose hand 
has not fully developed. 

“Hopefully, because of 
what we can do at the uni¬ 
versity, we will be develop¬ 
ing a prosthetic hand for this 
lad so he will be able to use 
it and improve his whole life, 



because not having fingers 
on your hand makes a big 
diference...as the mum says, 
he wishes to be able to do 
his own laces up.” 

Maad, an artificial intelli¬ 
gence and robotics student, 
is set to go on a three-month 
summer placement at a 
leading prosthetics firm in 
Iceland to pursue his devel¬ 
oping interest in the field. 

Explaining how he created 
the arm, Maad said: “I found 
the design for the robot arm 
online and it was open- 
source so it was just 3D 
printed here at the universi¬ 
ty- 

“I decided to use the Myo 
gesture recognition device 
to try and control it remote¬ 


ly. The goal was to eventual¬ 
ly make it completely wire¬ 
less so I wouldn’t need to 
have to use my laptop in 
between or have all the com¬ 
ponents present. 

“What actually happens is 
that the Myo has eight sen¬ 
sors which measure the 
electrical impulses of your 
muscles. 

“So every time you con¬ 
tract them by doing certain 
gestures, it picks up those 
readings and they are sent 
over to my laptop which has 
software which tells you 
which of the five gestures 
you’re doing.” 

Mr Jazani said he has 
already secured sponsor¬ 
ships and support from

manufacturers keen to sup¬ 
ply the university with mate¬ 
rial to build the prosthetics, 
but added that long-term 
funding was always tricky 
for such projects. 

He added: “We are actually 
moving further and further 
into robotics mechatronics 
and trying to improve our 
lab.

getting better and better. 

“A company in Iceland 
called Ossur has made a 
prosthesis where it can 
implant a small sensor in the 
actual muscle which only 
takes 15 minutes to implant 
and you can actually control 
the prosthesis without hav¬ 
ing to think about it, as a 
natural movement. 

“Something like that is a 
huge step forward and 
something I would be look¬ 
ing to move into but defi¬ 
nitely for robotics, prosthe¬ 
sis would be ideal.”

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Fight builds to save 
under threat pub

A VILLAGE has united to save a pub with one 
of the largest number of objections received 
to a planning application. 

The Bedford Arms, in Toddington High 
Street, was shut down after it was sold to 
developers in 2011, around the same time as 
brewer Charles Wells was raising funds for the 
£20m takeover of McEwans. 

After six unsuccessful applications made by 
S R Wood and Son in the last three years, the 
seventh has again been met with strong oppo¬ 
sition by the village, with 152 objections made 
in the consultation period. 

The campaign to save the pub has been 
fronted by village residents Dave Ward and 
Alan Higgs, who said: “It was wrong for it not 
to be sold as a going concern, as it was a real 
community asset as a family pub. 

“There has been an overwhelming objection 
to it, with 66 made directly to Central 
Bedfordshire Council direct and another 86 
on a petition which was set up which I’ve 
heard from someone at the parish council is 
the largest number of objections received, 
except for big developments.” 

The target date Central Bedfordshire 
Council has set for the decision is june 24. 

On what he thought the outcome would be, 

Mr Higgs said: “I imagine it will get refused 
again, given the number of objections they’ve 
received.” 

We asked S R Wood and Son to comment but 
they did not respond in time for our deadline. 


Right up your street 

Sundon Park’s 
little attempt 
at New York 

THIS week, Howard Chandler looks at the 
streets named after numbers. 


In 1811, the chance was taken to lay out New 
York in a logical manner with 12 avenues run¬ 
ning from north to south and 155 streets from 
east to west, making it easier to navigate. 

Our towns and cities are built in a far more 
haphazard fashion but in Sundon Park, it 
appears an attempt was made to develop a 
group of numbered streets. 

Third and Fourth Avenues run east to west, 
and Eighth, Ninth and Tenth from north to 
south. This scheme was interrupted by World 
War II, with Third Avenue laid out before 1940 
and others appearing in plans in the 1950s. 

But what happened to First and Second 
Avenues? Was Hill Rise originally planned to 
be Second Avenue? Was it part of a larger 
scheme that fell through? 

Is numbering roads a last resort, lacking 
imagination or an aid to navigation, the logi¬ 
cal extension to numbering houses?

HAVE you ever wondered 
what separates the incredi¬ 
bly intelligent, trained 
police dogs who help offic¬ 
ers uncover heroin and 
stashes of drug money from 
the rest of the pack? 

Five mongrels, labradors 
and spaniels are undergoing 
intensive training with their 


handlers at Bedfordshire 
Police headquarters in 
Kempston to fine-tune their 
noses and test their drive. 

At the end of the six week 
course the dogs will undergo 
a final test before becoming 
members of drug dog teams 
in Beds, Cambs and Herts. 

It’s the second week of the 
course and Duke the labra¬ 
dor comes bounding 


through the training room 
door in a whirlwind of yel¬ 
low fluff, chocolate button 
eyes and floppy ears- it’s 
certainly not the cute factor 
that divides police dogs 
from fun-loving pets. 

“He couldn’t be a family 
dog,” instructor PC Jason 
Keir tells me. 

“He’s absolutely manic. But 
it’s that energy we’re after. If

they don’t have the drive to 
find the ball they won’t 
make it.” 

The dogs are trained to 
chase the smell of drugs and 
cash using a tennis ball. 
They are asked to ‘go seek’ a 
hidden drug sample and 
when they point it out by 
freezing in place or padding 
their paws, their handler 
rewards them with a tennis 


ball and a cuddle. 

Sniffer dogs are bought 
from specialist breeders or 
donated by members of the 
public and some are rescue 
dogs like Duke who are 
given a new life with a job in 
the drug team. They are 
cared for by their own dog 
handler and kept in a kennel 
outside the home. 

PC Keir said without the 


sniffer dogs, officers would 
find their work a lot more 
challenging. 

“Think about how much 
more time it would take for 
officers to search a whole 
warehouse. 

“And drug dealers are get¬ 
ting smarter- the dogs can 
smell drugs and cash in 
places we would never think 
to look.”

Group slams council 
for ‘pleading poverty’

NEW research by a think 
tank has revealed Luton 
Borough Council owns a 
hotel, golf course and a farm. 

A report by the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance (TPA) has shown 
that Luton Council is also in 
possession of 38 car parks 
and three shops. 

The TPA, which obtained 
the data from a Freedom of 
Information request, has crit¬ 
icised local authorities for 


‘pleading poverty’ while 
owning a ‘huge portfolio’. 

At present the authority 
owns the freehold for Dell 
Farm in Whipsnade, Hotel 
Ibis and the Stockwood Park 
golf course. But this year it 
increased council tax by 1.5 
per cent. 

Neighbouring Central 
Bedfordshire Council has 
been listed, among other 
things, as owning 103 farms, 
19 car parks, and 48 shops, 
while Bedford Borough 
Council has two golf courses, 


four car parks, a theatre and 
three restaurants/cafes. 

The report also showed that 
councils across the UK own 
assets such as a cheese facto¬ 
ry, stalls, and nightclubs. 

Jonathan Isaby, TPA’s chief 
executive, said: “What possi¬ 
ble business does a council 
have owning a nightclub? It 
looks deeply hypocritical for 
councils to plead poverty as 
an excuse for tax hikes.” 

Luton Council was asked to 
comment on its assets but did 
not respond by our deadline.

I’M told it will send chills down 
my spine, possibly make me feel 
claustrophobic, and one of the 
lead characters can’t tell me any¬ 
thing about the person he’s play¬ 
ing.

The novel/play centres on suc¬ 
cessful young property tycoon 
Michael Harrison whose stag 
night prank goes horribly wrong 
when he finds himself buried 
alive in a coffin, all alone and fac¬ 
ing death. 

As time runs out and the terror 


grows, Detective Superintendent 
Roy Grace tries to solve his myste¬ 
rious disappearance, but begins 
to fear that Michael will never be 
found in time. 

So where does Bradley fit into all 
this? 

Michael says: “Well, the thing is, 
I can’t tell you. It will give the 
game away! He’s an American, 
and he’s Ashley’s (Michael’s fian¬ 
cee) uncle. That probably doesn’t 
help much does it?!” 

Moving on then. You’ve played 
quite a few dark characters, includ¬ 
ing a copper in The Bill and a hit¬ 
man in Eastenders, is it something 
that comes to you naturally? 

“I can play nice guys too! It’s 
more that these kind of roles come 
my way than I choose them, my 
mum often asks why I always play 
the bad guy. 

“When I did Doctors I was able 
to show an easier side of me. I 
loved that job and only gave it up 
to be with my family more. 

“It’s good to have a niche though, 
I was once told it’s better to have a 
niche than be a grey actor.” 


Is it hard to turn a novel, espe¬ 
cially such a popular one, into a 
stage show? 

“It is difficult, yes. There are 
things in books that you can’t do 
on a stage, like a car chase for 
example. What we’ve done here is 
use tricks of theatre to create 
them in a different way 

“This is a very fast-paced perfor¬ 
mance, almost like a movie. I have 
a huge love of theatre, it is an 
actor’s medium more than TV or 
film as you can control it. 

“In theatre for those two hours 
you control it and there’s a real 
energy between you and the audi¬ 
ence, you can hear them gasp or 
laugh nervously” 

Well that’s me sold. Curiosity 
has definitely got the better of me 
and I’ll have to find out who 
exactly this mysterious Bradley 
Cunningham is and what he’s up 
to for myself.

SAN ANDREAS 

In cinemas now

WITH a strong cast and outstand¬ 
ing special effects that endlessly 
delivers shakes, rumbles, fires and 
floods the only thing that lets San 
Andreas down is the dodgy plot. 

Major earthquakes have started 
to hit Los Angeles and San Francisco 
and it’s not long before skyscrapers 
crumble and tsunamis loom on the 
horizon. At the heart of these seis¬ 
mic events is helicopter rescue pilot 
Ray Gaines (Dwayne Johnson), a 
guy you want on your side when a 
massive natural disaster hits. 

Unfortunately for the earthquake 
victims he has just one priority: 
going rogue to rescue his estranged 
wife and daughter. 

Johnson makes pulling his family 
from the jaws of death every five 
minutes look easy as he relentlessly 
journeys to San Francisco to rescue 
his daughter Blake. 

San Andreas is all about the wow- 
factor and ramps up the action 
with an easy to follow story so 
you’re not distracted from the 
destructive spectacle. 

But San Andreas is full of, ahem, 


faults, but the biggest let down lies 
with the misguided direction 
which awkwardly flicks from 
Giamatti’s scientist to Johnson and 
his plucky daughter, before forget¬ 
ting them completely in favour of 
further mind-numbing devastation 
that defies the very laws of nature. 

But the jaw dropping special 
effects deliver plenty of thrills and 
Johnson brings an emotional per¬ 


formance to all the chaos. 

San Andreas definitely has its lead 
action hero working in its favour as 
Johnson fully commits to his role 
and gains credit for earnestly deliv¬ 
ering lines that provoke unintend¬ 
ed laughs. 

But by the time the tsunami hits 
there’s no doubt how this is going to 
play out and the one dimensional 
story lulls you into the realms of 


boredom. San Andreas bravely 
attempts to combine an emotional 
story at the centre of exciting action 
but it collapses. 

Ultimately, however, it’s a big, 
loud and fun affair that sticks to 
what it’s good at: being a thrilling 
ride full of explosions with over the 
top action thrown in that’s not too 
taxing on the brain.

Honda Civic 

Take a look inside ... 


The Honda Civic has come in 
for a much-needed once-over, 
getting restyling at the front 
and the rear, while the interior 
gets higher quality fitments and 
a 7-inch Honda Connect touch 
screen. There’s a sport trim 
level inserted into the range to 
bridge the gap to the turbo¬ 
charged "lype-R range-topper. 

Let’s make note that there 
are some things about the Civic 
that are really, really good. The 
1.6-litre diesel engine is a case 
in point. I don’t think there’s a 
better diesel in the whole 
supermini sector and it contin¬ 
ues in this car, developing 120PS, 
which is about the sweet spot 
in this market sector. Smooth, 
lightweight, economical, tracta¬ 
ble, this is a gem of an engine. 
There’s also an entry-level 1.4-li- 
tre petrol engine on offer. 

The underpinnings carry on 
largely unchanged. Which means 
a torsion bar rear end. Yes, I 
know that the Civic used to 
sport a multi-link rear end, but 
it pays to take a pragmatic view. 
The last lype-R was no shoddy 
handler and neither is the 
Renaultsport Megane, another 
proponent of the torsion bar 
rear end. There have been a 


few exterior design tweaks to 
both the Civic hatch and the 
Civic Tourer estate. Gone is the 
weirdly modern yet somewhat 
bland face and in comes revised 
headlight units with integrated 
daytime running lights and a 
more rakish front bumper 
assembly. The Civic hatchback 
also features a slicker design for 
the rear bumper, side skirts, a 
rear spoiler finished in black, 
plus LED rear lamps. The sum 
total of these changes is that the 
car now looks a lot more like an 
older eighth generation Civic. 
Retrograde? Not really. That car 
was a little peach. 

Think of this update as doing a 
lot with not much. The Honda 
Civic was one of those 
unfortunate cars that was so 
nearly right, but just needed a bit 
of spit and polish to come good. 
It just received the requisite 
burnishing. While it’s probably 
still not going to threaten the 
Volkswagen Golf and Ford Focus 
for class honours, it’s now a 
car that looks a lot classier and 
which features more quality 
indoors. In other words, your 
friends won’t look at you and 
wonder what came over you if 
you arrive home with one.

TRANSFER listed Luton Town striker Ross 
Lafayette will join Eastleigh on a free transfer 
on July 1. 

The 29-year-old forward joined the Hatters 
on a two year deal from Welling United last 
summer but failed to make an impact and only 
made one start for the club. 

He did appear a further 13 times from the 
bench but didn’t score in Luton colours and 
was placed on the transfer list by boss John 
Still at the end of the season. 

Between January and March he spent a loan 
spell at Woking before returning to Welling for 
another temporary stint, and will now drop 
back down to the National League - formerly 
the Conference - to join Eastleigh. 


Defenders Curtley Williams, Alex Lacey, 
Fraser Franks and Andy Parry, as well as mid¬ 
fielder Matthew Robinson, remain on the 
transfer list at Kenilworth Road as part of Still’s 
efforts to overhaul his squad. 

Meanwhile, released Hatters striker Alex Wall 
will also play in the National League after sign¬ 
ing for Bromley, who were promoted as 
Conference South champions. 

Winger Shaun Whalley, who was released by 
the club, is reportedly on the verge of a surpris¬ 
ing move to Shrewsbury Town. 

The Shropshire club were promoted to 
League One in 2014/15 so Whalley would be 
stepping up a level if the deal is pushed over 
the line. 

He made just 19 appearances for Luton in 
2014/15, scoring three times.

BEDFORDSHIRE have advanced to the next 
stage of the Unicorns T20 competition after 
two victories last weekend. 

The county gathered with Hertfordshire, 
Buckinghamshire and Berkshire at Harpenden 
CC for a mini-tournament to determine who 
progressed in the first Minor Counties compe¬ 
tition in the game’s shortest format. 

They first saw off hosts Hertfordshire by five 
runs in a match which was reduced to just 
eight overs a side due to rain before a strong 
performance in the final saw them get the bet¬ 


ter of Berkshire by 23 runs. 

It means Beds have made it through to a 
quarter final clash with Cambridgeshire at 
Cople on June 28, when a place at the four- 
team national finals day in Banbury will be up 
for grabs. 

Opener George Thurstance blasted a quick- 
fire knock of 46 from 28 balls which proved key 
against Herts, as Bedfordshire reached 70-4 in 
the shortened contest. 

His innings included four fours and two sixes 
but nobody else in the order made it into dou¬ 
ble figures. 

The visitors then made a superb start with 
the ball, leaving Hertfordshire reeling at 4-3 on 
their home turf. 

Andy Reynoldson struck twice in the open¬ 


ing over as Benjamin Frazer was caught by 
Adam Nunn off the first ball of the innings 
before Jamie Southgate, who made just two, 
provided a return catch to the bowler. 

Colin Griggs then bowled William Jones for 
one in the second over and although Nesan 
Jeyarantam’s 28 and Dan Blacktopp’s 24 pro¬ 
vided some fight, the Herts chase ultimately 
fell short as they finished on 65-5 in the rushed 
game. 

A full contest was possible in the final against 
Berkshire and Beds again batted first, losing 
opener Luke Thomas to a golden duck before 
Nick Lee also fell cheaply for five. 

The innings included several useful contri¬ 
butions though with Thurstance again 
impressing to reach 34 from 25 balls and 


Reynoldson making exactly 50 from 45 deliv¬ 
eries. Charlie Thurston’s 38 from 20 and an 
unbeaten 18 from 12 balls from skipper James 
Middlebrook saw Beds finish on a more than 
useful 156-6. 

Berkshire made a good start to their chase 
and were in a strong position at 74-1, but seven 
wickets then fell for just 59 runs, including an 
alarming slide from 95-2 to 102-6 which swung 
the game in Bedfordshire’s favour. 

Opener Chris Peploe was the sixth man to go, 
run out when looking dangerous on 49, and 
Berkshire were never able to recover as their 
innings stalled to 133-8 at the close. 

Griggs finished with figures of 2-19 and 
Thomas took 2-24 as Bedfordshire completed a 
satisfying day.

IT’S asking a lot to expect badge- 
kissing and declarations of boy¬ 
hood love for Luton from the 
club’s summer signings, but there 
will be one sentiment upon which 
you can rely, as the ink dries on 
their contracts. You see, Town just 
do not “belong” in League Two. 

Sure, the wording might be dif¬ 
ferent from player to player, or it 
might only be inferred but you’ll 
decipher the aphorism, if you lis¬ 
ten hard enough. 

The Hatters are indeed a big fish 
in a small pond, so it’s a notion 
given some weight, especially when 
it comes to attracting a better cali¬ 
bre of recruit. Prospective employ¬ 
ees fall for the promise of promo¬ 
tion paradise, so do fans and these 
pages are hardly immune. 

Understandably, an average 
crowd of 8,702 last term - almost 
peerless in League Two - only adds 
to that intoxication. 

For supporters of all clubs it’s a 
given; choose a team, choose your 
colours, choose an identity and 
sign yourself up for a lifetime of 
hope, despair, joy, pain, win, lose 
and draw. 

We all want, nay expect, only the 
best for our boys. But no matter the 
dream or the expectation, a club 


belongs, almost exclusively, exact¬ 
ly where it currently is. 

Luton’s demotion to the 
Conference was an exception to that 
rule - for one campaign only. After 
that, the club was where it belonged 
because results dictated as much. 

In this regard, size really does not 
matter one bit. Nor history, nor past 
glories, nor sheer will of a demanding 
fanbase. The cold reality is that, 99 
times out of 100 in football, you get 
what you deserve from endeavours 
on the pitch. 

Despite what new signings claim 
about where Luton “belong” - as 
Cameron McGeehan did on Twitter 
this week - they are a League Two 
club and that, for now, is where 
they should be. Even in the sum¬ 
mer, the table does not lie and 
there is no divine right to anything 
in this game. 

Hard graft, increased quality, the 
right decisions, clever tactics and a 
small measure of luck are the ele¬ 
ments that change those circum¬ 
stances. Always have been, always 
will be. 

They can be put to the test come 
August, but this summer will be a 
catalyst for their success or failure. 

Quality must now be the bench¬ 
mark in the transfer market, after 
quantity fell disappointingly short 
last term. 

Boss John Still has many mantras 
and a recurring one is that he wants 
“young, hungry players” at the club. 


Three of four signings have thus 
far fulfilled those criteria. 

Somewhat unproven in the 
Football League are the qualities 
of Jack Marriott, Dan Potts and 
McGeehan but all have all been 
bred in the finishing schools of the 
Championship and above. It’s a 
formula that worked with Pelly 
Ruddock Mpanzu, so it’s a gamble 
worth taking. 

It’s a stark contrast to this time last 
year when too many new recruits 
were punts on non-league potential, 
but a ruthless spring-clean clear-out 
tells you everything about that 
experiment. 

A mass cull was necessary for a 
squad heavy with dead weight and 
the only eyebrow-raiser is League 
One Shrewsbury’s interest in 
released winger Shaun Whalley. 

For the rest of the outcasts, word 
keeps filtering through that they’ve 
found safe haven at clubs outside 
the Football League. 

So, after swinging his axe, manag¬ 
er Still appears to be looking up, 
rather than down the leagues. 

McGeehan we know. Play him in 
an advanced role, as Cambridge did, 
and Town have a real player on their 
hands, which will mean the myste¬ 
rious six-figure fee forked out to 
Norwich will be money well spent. 

The element of surprise comes 
first in the shape of Marriott who, 
when he arrived from Ipswich, 
must have had to step over the sur¬ 


plus strikers strewn around out¬ 
side the Kenilworth Road exit door. 

He is just 20 years old but Town 
need a first teamer who can help 
boost last term’s meagre return of 
54 goals. 

Potts arrives from West Ham to 
add competition to a back four that 
severely lacked it and ultimately 
felt the strain in March. 

But Fergie’s Manchester United 
aside, you really can’t win anything 
with kids. Not on their own at least. 
Not in League Two. So Leyton 
Orient’s Scott Cuthbert will add to 
experience to that defensive equa¬ 
tion. A sign, perhaps, that lessons of 
last term have been heeded. 

At 27 years old Cuthbert is experi¬ 
enced and has played with distinc¬ 
tion in higher divisions - echoing 
Luton player of the season Nathan 
Doyle’s credentials at Bradford, 
before he dropped a division to 
join the club. Like all the new boys, 
the Scotsman has stated his ambi¬ 
tion to win promotion with Luton. 

There will be few souls that disa¬ 
gree with that desire but League 
One, the Championship and 
beyond will never be places that 
the club “belong” until they actu¬ 
ally do. Until they earn it. 

For now, let’s call those battles 
cries - and those surely yet to come 
- more a yearning to make Town’s 
stay in League Two a short one. 

Towards that goal, the early signs 
of summer have been promising. 


Hatters kids are too strong for the might of giants Juventus

LUTON Town youngsters proved to be too 
good for the might of Italian giants Juventus 
when they took them on at a tournament in 
Germany. 

The Hatters’ Ull team travelled to Dusseldorf 
for the LED Lenser Pfingstcup with only nine 
players in their squad for the seven-a-side 
action. 

In total 150 teams entered the tournament 
from around the world, including other major 
names such as Arsenal, Liverpool, Sao Paulo 
and Borussia Dortmund.

Strong performances from goalkeeper 
Gabriel Ryan and full-back Freddie Newton 
also proved to be instrumental in Town’s 3-2 
success, with the victory booking a place in 
the next round against Dortmund which in the 
end proved to be a step too far. 

The Hatters eventually finished in a highly 
creditable 18th overall and they did manage to 
round off their efforts with a 3-1 win over 
Brommapojkarna after the two sides locked 
horns again. 

Foundation Phase Lead Coach Ross O’Kane 
said: “The boys have done fantastically well.

CAMERON McGeehan 
said he was ‘humbled’ 
after Luton Town 
splashed out a six figure 
sum to secure his servic¬ 
es on a full-time basis. 

The Norwich City mid¬ 
fielder, who has already 
spent two successful loan 
spells at Kenilworth 
Road, will become a fully 
fledged Hatter on July 1 
after boss John Still 
reached for the club’s 
chequebook. 

The exact size of the 
transfer fee which will be 
paid to Norwich is undis¬ 
closed but McGeehan 
declared the figure to be 
‘massive’. 

“Delighted to have 
signed for Luton Town and 
humbled by the massive 
investment from the club 
into my future,” he said. 

“I’m now looking for¬ 
ward to helping get this 
huge club back up the 


leagues where we 
belong.” 

McGeehan, 20, had previ¬ 
ously made no secret of his 
desire to return to Luton 
permanently with Still also 
regularly declaring his 
admiration of the player. 

Norwich have inserted a 
sell-on clause into the 
deal which means they 
will be entitled to a share 
of the fee should Luton 
ever sell him on. 

The Carrow Road club, 
who McGeehan cap¬ 
tained to FA Youth Cup 
success in 2013, say that 
the exact amount they 
would receive would be a 
‘significant proportion’ 
of any transfer. 

Still told lutontown. 
co.uk: “It goes without 
saying that we are thrilled 
that Cameron will be a 
Luton Town player. 

“We all know what 
Cameron is capable of, 
we have seen it in the last 
two seasons. 

“Cameron has become a 
Luton Town player. He 
gets it. He loves the club 


and the fans have really 
taken to him. 

“That’s what we have 
tried to install in all of 
our players and that can 
only bode well for now 
and the future.” 

McGeehan’s first loan 
was in the 2013/14 
Conference winning sea¬ 
son, which saw him score 
three times in 18 appear¬ 
ances after joining in 
January. 

In the season just past he 
went on to join former 
Hatters boss Richard 
Money as part of a loan 
spell at League Two rivals 
Cambridge United, where 
he scored three times in 
six matches and played 
twice in the FA Cup against 
Manchester United. 

He re-joined Luton on 
loan until the end of the 
2014/15 season, scoring 
three times in 15 appear¬ 
ances including the win¬ 
ner in the 1-0 victory over 
Tranmere Rovers in 
March which halted the 
Hatters’ run of seven con¬ 
secutive defeats.
